Tennessee State-Credit Democracy. 


The convention of State-Credit Deme-. 
crats at Nashville, Tenn., July 11, adopted 
the following platform and nominated J. 
H. Fussell for Governor: 


We, the Democratic party of Ténaessee in 
convention assembled, do declare: 

1, That we are unalterably opposed to the 
poumdiation of any of our State or ‘national 
obligations and are in favor of maintaining 
inviolate the public faith. 

2. That we recognize the recent settlement 
of the state debt made by the present Leg- 
islature asin accordance with the platform 
of the Democratic party of 1880, both State 
and national, and as just and honorable both 
to the people and the creditors of the State 
and declare that it should not be disturbed 
or readjusted. 

_3», That we are opposed to all class legtsla- 
tion and partial laws, and to a!l laws the ten- 
dency of which is to impair the obligation of 
contracts, 

4. We are in favor of a liberal system ot 
public schools, so that every child in Tennes- 
see nay have a SS common school educa- 
tion, and recognizing the good effects of what 
is known as the four-mile law, by which the 
number of schools has been increased and 
crime and vice diminished, we are opposed t9 
its repeal. . 

5. We favor a policy tliat will compel rail- 
road corporations as well as all other corpo- 
rations and individualsin the State of Ten- 
nessee to bear their equal part of the burden 
of taxation. : 

6. We favor the establishment of a railroad 
commission to reg ‘late freights and tariffs so 
asto prevent unequal discrimination, with 
such powers as shall protect the rights of both 
the people and the railroads, . 

7. We are opposed to a constitutional con- 
vention at this time, believing that ths neces 
sities for such convention do not justify the 
danger of opening the organic law to amend- 
ment in these times of unsettled political 
epinion, 

8. We arraign the Republican party for its 
reckless extravagance with public funds, the 
issuance of subsidies to the favored few; the 
disregard ot the organic and fundamental 
law of the Jand, as set forth in the Constitu- 
tion, and forits grewing and increasing ad- 
vance to centraliz ition; for its system of pro- 
tection tothe strong corporation, thereby im- 
posing additional burdens upon laborer, pro- 
ducer and mechanic.

Carolina the condition is better thanin July, 
| 1881, and the same as that date in Louisiana. 
The drawbacks reported are those of the 
past, and mainly deficient stands, slow 
growth and general backwardness, but there 
‘isa marked absence at present of an un- 
healthy condition. Returns are nearly 
unanimous in indicating a good degree of 
vigor and rapidity of growth. Thus far 
there is only loss of time for: development 
and fruiting. Further favorable conditions 
may make good the deficiency, but unfavor- 
able weather in July and August would 
make a full crop impossible. 

Mr. Black, who resides in Hillsboro, 
Ark., exhibits a control and influences over 
the reptile family astonishingly myster- 
fous. In the woods, creeks, or wherever he 
finds a snake, it matters not of what type of 
deadly poison and venom it may be, he suc- 
ceeds in capturing it alive and suffering as 
little from the clasp of its fangs as if it 
were on ordinary pin scratch. He handles 
and fondles them about his person with as 
much indifference as if they were so many 
harmless toys. He will allow the largest 
rattlesnake to deliberately strike and bury 
his fangs into his flesh, and apparently 
suffer no inconvenience or serious conse- 
quences from the tragicrisk. By a certain 
weed or growth of vegetation he claims to 
destroy the effect of the bite. When bitten, 
he chews and swallows the juice of the 
weed, which acts like a charm. 

A negro recently found on a planta- 
tion fifteen miles from Tuscaloosa, Ala., not 
far beneath the surface of the ground, an 
entire skeleton over six feet long with a 
necklace upon it of white stone beads. Tho 
bones crumBled as soon as exposed. They 
were found close to an Indian mound, and, 
as other three skeletons have been unearthed 
on the three othersides, it is supposed the 
bodies were buried at the four ends of a 
cross, the mound being the central point.

BOMBARDMENT OF . ALEXANDRIA. 
f'wo Days’ Operations—Flags of Truce and 
Their Results—The Damage Wrought by 
the Guns of the: Iron-Clads—Alexandria 
Burning and Evidently Being Pillaged— 
The Beginning of the End. 
Orr ALEXANDRIA, July 11—6 p. m. 
A British naval officer has furnished me with 
the following account of the day’s operations: 
The bombardment commen¢ed at 7:45 this 
morning. The iron-clads Superb, Sultan and 
Alexandria engaged and totally destroyed

The Inflexi- 
ble was stationed so as to command the light- 
house batteries, Fort Pharos and Fort Mex at 
the same time, and was thus in a position to 
co-operate both with the division outside and 
that inside the reefs. The gun-vessels Bittern 
Condor, Beacon, Decoy and Cygnet attacked 
the Marabout batteries at the entrance of the 
harbor, and, taking close and destructive 
range, soon silenced them, after which 
they ran in and shelled Fort Mex, 
on the southern sice of the en 
trance to the anchorage or outer harbor. 
The Invincible, under cover of her own guns 
and those ¢f the Bittern, then landed a party 
ot blue-jackets and marines, who entered Fort 
Mex and blew up the heavy guns. The bom- 
bardment practically ceased at noon, though 
some heavy guns at this hour are still shelling 
Fort Napoleon, a large work situated at the 
southern angle of the inner harbor and domi- 
nating thé town. The fort does no reply, On 
the whole the Egyptians fought their batteries 
with more determination than had been ex- 
pected. Several of the earthworks behind 
which guns were mounted were found to be 
mere heaps of sand. 





The Second Day. 


OFF ALEXANDRIA, July 12,5 p. m. 
At8o'c'ock a. m. the Admiral summoned 
the Captairs of the fleet to consuHation. The 
result of the del'beration was a decision that 
the sea was too heavy for serious operat'ons. 
The rolling of the iron-clads' would unsettle 
their aim, and the town might suffer severely

therefore déferred the intended attack on the 
Marabout forts, but directed the Temeraire 
and Intle ible to watch the Ras-el-Tin and Ada 
forts. At half-pust ten the Temeraire sig- 
naled that parties of soldiers were at wor 
at the bo-pital battery near Fort Ada. The 
two iron-clads opened fire. Only six rounds 
of shot and shrapnel were fired. All took 
effect, the practice being excellent. The 
troops engaged upon the work at once 
abandoned it, and firing ceased. A white flag 
was now hoisted at the light-house The Bit 
tern was sent inside to inqujre as tothe in- 
tentions of the Government. After she 
steamed ct, the Temeraire made the f_ llowing 
signal: **The body of men we saw working the 
hospital battery dispersed ait r our last 
shrapnel was fired. They took refuge in ths 
casementsclose by. We saw about 160 men, 
armed with rifles, runn! towar’ the light 
house fort. They carrie¢ tase We saw, also 
an Egyptian General, apparently Arabi Pasha, 
surrounded by his staff.” 

At three o’clock the Bittern was seen steam: 
ing outof the harbor. As she came out sho 
signaled: ** Negotiations have failed. I have 
accordingly informed the authorities on shore 
be you will engage the batterics at half-past 
three.” 

From this it seemed as if the officer and 
staff observed in the hosp.tal battery, finding 
themselves in a dangerous pos tion and un- 
able to escape, had simply hoisted a flag of 
truce in order to get out of the fire. There 
was great indignation expressed that five 
hours should have been wasted in abortive 
negotiations, while meanwhile the swell had 
increased so much that the fire from the ves- 
sels, if hostilities were resumed, would be in- 
effective. 

At half past three the Bittern a rived along: 
side,. Lieutenant Lambton repgrted that the 
evidert object of the tlag of truce was to gain 
time. When the B ttern went in large botlics 
of troops were evacuating the barracks behind 
the forts, going out in full marching order. 
The Ministers had no proposals to make 
Lieutenant Lambton informed them he had 
not come to offer conditions, but to receive 
proposals. He informed them we did not con- 
sider ours¢cives at war with Egypt, but that the 
Mex fort must be occupied by our troops, and 
Fort Marabout be destroyed. They repiied 
that Fort Marabout had already been evacu- 
ated, but they could give no definite answer 
as to the Mex fort. Finding no agreement was 
likely, and being unwilling to waste further 
time, Lieutenant Lambton left. The Military 
Governor conducted the conversation. He 
was in command during the action yesterday. 
He admitted that the troops had suffered 
heavy losses. Lieutenant Lambton informed 
him that, should he agree to the terms, the 
troops would be allowed to evacuate the forts 
with their rifles and all the honors of war; 
but, unless these terms were compliel wita, 
no negotiations coull be entered upon. So 
the Bitternsteamed out and the Egyptians 
hauled down the flog of truce. 

Orders have been given to the Temeraire 
and Superb to fire two rounds each at Fort 
Pharos. We shall do the same at the Mex 
fort. If there is no reply we shall anchor for 
the night and resume dperations to-morrow. 
It is a pity we have not two or three thousand 
troops, for it would be easy enough to occupy 
the town and save it from destruction which, 
judging from the increasing conflagrations, 
the mob has prepared for it. 

JuLy 12, midnight.

Fort Mex have been shattered to pieces. A

abited by Dervisch Pasha, which formed a 
separate pane from ‘the Khedive’s resi- 
dence, has been burned to the ground.

—Metallic pens were first introduced 
for sale about 1803, though iron pens 
are mentioned in 1685. Up to 1835, or 
thereabouts, quill pens were almost uni- 
versally used. _ Now they are rarely 
seens*! : 

—A dark green and blue marble vein 
has been discovered along the Shawan- 
gunk Mountains, New York. It is ofa 
very fine grain and easily worked. The 
stone throughout is veined, with dark 
lines. As soon as the proper leases are 
perfected the quarry will be worked, and 
it promises to be a bonanza. 


—The Oiland Drug News says that a 
nearly bald servant of Mr. Stevens, a 
British Consul, used, after trimmin 
lamps, to rub his hands on his head, 
and after three months had a much 
finer head of glossy black hair than 
ever before. Mr. Stevens tried the ex- 
periment on animals which had lost 
their hair, with equal-suceess.

—The common idea that a volcano is 
a burning mountain, from the summit 
of which issue smoke and ‘flame, is de- 
clared to be erroneous by Prof. Judd, of 
the Royal School of Mines. In a work 
lately published by him on this subject, 
he asserts that the action of volcanoes 
is not due to burning or combustion, nor 
is it necessary that they should be. On 

e contrary, according to Prof. Judd, 
the volcano hole is very often not on the 
summit, but on the side, sometimes at 
the base of the mountain or hill, and it 
sends forth steam rather than smoke— 
the supposed raging flames being simply 
the glowing light of a mass of molten 
material reflected from these vapor 
clouds.

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Cheap Hoeing. 





Allow me to give your readers a way 
[ have of destroying weeds in my gar- 
gen, and af the same time increase the 
productiveness of the ground. 

I have for five years made it a prac- 
tice of sowing salt on my garden every 
spring, as long as the crops planted 
are small, and inno danger of being 
injured by the salt. It must not be al- 
lowed to touch them in the least. Just 
as the weeds begin to come up so as 
they show plainly, sow salt on them 
when the dew is on them in the morn- 
ing. One bushel of salt used in this 
way is worth several dollars invested in 
labor and is very much easier. The plan 
works equally as well on field crops, 
but isnot as practical; besides field’ 
crops, being planted with more room, 
can.be kept clean by horse power and 
machinery. I have ina manner cleared 
my garden of early-growing weeds, and 
could also destroy the tate-growing 
ones if I would keep up the practice 
later in the season. Market gardeners 
would find it a good practice, if weeds 
are troublesome. I kill docks, sprouts, 
creepers, etc., the same way; but first 
cut them off at the ground and put the 
salt on the fresh cut place. Ihave ef- 
fectually killed large locust and other 
trees by one application of salt.— 
Cor. Louisville Farm and Fireside. 





‘‘Bittmg the Colt.” 


Much has been said and written in 
regard to *‘bitting the colt,’? and ‘‘bit- 
ting machines”’ have been devised for 
the purpose. Much damage has been 
done colts’ mouths by the use of these 
‘*bitting machines.’’ There is no need 
of anything of the kind. The colt can 
gradually become accustomed to the bit. 
The advice of W. H. H. Murray in this 
matter, as given in his work entitled 
**The Perfect Horse,’ is excellent. He 
says: **The true way to bit a colt is not 
to bit him at all; that is, let him bit 
himself. When my colts are one year 
old I begin to teach them to hold a bit 
in their mouth. The bit is of pine, some 
half inch in diameter, and five inches in 
length. This piece of soft wood is held 
in the mouth by acord tied to either end, 
and passing over the head back of the 
ears. The colt loves to have this in kis 
nrouth, because it enables him to bring 
forward the teething process. He wil 
bite it and work it over in his mouth, 
and enjoy it hugely. He will welcome 
it, and will actually reach out and open 
his mouth for it as a trained horse. will 
for the bit. After a few days you can 
tie strings, making miniature reins, to 
this bit, and teach the colt the proper 
use for it. When this is done heis ready 
for the regular steel bit. Put your bri- 
dle on with a leather bit, large and 
ereeg throw your check line, if your
